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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
a g reemen t wa s reached, or any other comments: The 112, 2nd Paragraph rejection of claims 1-38 and 49-64 was 
discussed. The Examiner clarified that the basis of the rejection is not the indefiniteness of "about" per se t but that it is 
not clear whether this modifier modifies only the lower limit of the ranges or both the lower and upper limit of the 
ranges. Mr. Lomprey indicated that they were leaning towards deleting "about" from the claims. The Examiner 
suggested that they could also add "about" to the upper limit of the claims as well in order to obviate this rejection. 
Next, discussion focused on the ODP rejection over claim 30 of the 6,605,617 patent. Mr. Lomprey argues that the 
instant claims are not obvious over claim 30 of '617 because one must select the claimed compound from a large 
genus claimed in the '617 patent. Further, claim 30 of the instant application recites specific cancers which are not 
claimed in the '617 patent. It is not clear at this point whether there is a prior art teaching that the claimed cancers 
express VEGF tyrosine kinase and would thus have been obvious to treat using the method claimed in the '617 patent. 
With respect to instant claims 52 and 53, which recite metabolites of the claimed compound, the Examiner indicated 
that administration of the claimed compound would necessarily result in the formation of the claimed metabolites. 
However, Mr. Lomprey indicated that while the metabolites are observed in rats, they have not been observed in 
humans. The Examiner will reconsider the present rejections upon submission of claim amendments and Applicants' 
arguments.
